Theoretically the Device 
Throws a 


Projectile Weighing Two Tons, 


and Strikes the Mark. 


Berlin. . May 
8.—Professor 
K 


Dlerkeland, the Norwegian physicist 
has been In Berlin recently for the 
purpose of demonstrating the powers 
of his electromagnetic cannon be- 
fore a number of experts In electrl 
cal artillery. The results 
of 
the 


demonstrations have been so convlnc 
Ing, that a firm of artillery manu 
facturers hns' bought the invention 
for Immediate exploitation. 


Theoretically the device can'throw 


a projectile weighing two tons a dls 
tance of ninety miles, or even further 
by sufficiently prolonging 
the tube 


The principle upon which the new 
gun acts lias not been made public 
but It Is known that the projectile Is 
expelled from nn ordinary cast Iron 
tube thickly wrapped with 
copper 


wire. This tube, can of course, be 
made more cheaply than the cannon 
now In use. Xo explosive gases re 
suit from tho discharge of tho. new 
gun.

In an answer to the 
CulbertBon resolution the secretary re- 
plies to the persons who believed that 
he would, for political reasons, seek 
to evade accountability for the orders 
Issued by Major 
General 
Chaffee, 


lirlgndler General Dell and Brlilniller 
General Smith. In accordance with 
order No. 100 published In 18G3 by or- 
der of President Lincoln. 


"The War Department saw no rea- 


son," the secretary states, "to doubt 
that the policy embodied In the above 
mentioned order was at once the most 
effective and the most humane which 
could possibly be followed, and so. In- 
deed, It has proved." The secretary 
further states that the "War Depart- 
ment haa not disapproved or Inter- 
fered In any way with orders glvlns 
effect to the policy of rcconcentratlon, 
but has aided In their enforcement by 
directing an Increase of the food sup- 
"ply In the Philippines for the purpose 
of caring for the natives In the con- 
centration camps." 
. All tlic wrRtuii orders made by Gen- 
"craT Smith relating to the campaign 
In Samar received by the department, 
the secretary declares, "ure bused on 
and are In strict conformity with RDII- 
cral order 100, Issued by authority of 
President Lincoln."1 


The enemy having established a 


reign of terror by resorting to atro- 
cities and cxpendlents which General 
Bell declared violated the well known 
laws and usages of war as announced 
In order No. 100, General 13ell stated 
that.their cause left no other means 
of protecting the lives 'of either the 
troops or peaceful or friendly citizens 
than to retaliate by executing a pris- 
oner of war whenever prisoners or-un- 
armed or defenseless Americans or 
natives friendly to' the United States 
•were murdered or assassinated for 
political reasons. 


Secretary Root says the War De- 


partment has no record that General 
Smith Issued an order of extermina- 
tion. On that point General Chaffee 
reported that General Smith has "In- 
tended his remarks to refer to persons 
hostile to troops, not those friendly— 
any other Inference will do him In- 
.justice." 


BUOKETS SAMPSON'S HEATH. 


Admiral Schley K*prrM*« sympathy for 


Family of Lute Conirinle. 


Washington, May 8.—Admiral Schley 


made the following statement regard- 
ing the death of Admiral Sampson: "1 
regret very much the death of Ad- 
miral Sampson and I sympathize with 
his family. 
No one has ever heard 


me utter one unkind word about him. 
On account of hla death I have re- 
quested my friends In Baltimore 
to 


postpone the delivery to me of the 
Cristobal Colon service of silver, and 
they have acceded to my request."

Sampson will take place Friday morn- 
ing at 10:30 o'clock at the Church of 
the Covenant. The remains then will 
be taken to Arlington for Interment, 
accompanied by a splendid military 
and naval escort. The naval regula- 
tions prescribe that the pallbearers for 
the funeral of an officer shall be as 
near the rank of the deceased as pos- 
sible. 


New Cannl 1)111. 


Washington, May 8.—Senator 
Hoar 


introduced a "new 
Isthmian canal bill, 


leaving to the presldcnt/the selection 
of a route. The bill is brief, merely 
providing that "It shall be the duty of 
the President of the United States, as 
EGOS as the same can economically 
and conveniently be done, to cause to 
•be excavated and constructed a canal 
of such depth and capacity as will be 
suinctent for the movement of ships 
of the greatest tonnage and draft now 
In use, and such as may be reasonably 
anticipated, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, by such route as may bo se- 
lected by him. having satisfied himself 
of the right of the United States 
to 


construct and protect such canal." 


The president also Is directed 
to 


have harbors 
constructed at

ends of the canal, and he Is given the 
'authority "to employ such

! and obtain such advice as he shall find 


necessary." Authority Is given to the 
president to determine the terms upon

canal. The asgregate cost of the canal 
Is fixed at $180,000,000 and $10,000.000 Is 
appropriated for the
